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The captain of a North Korean freighter, which in late September left 
Chongjin for Vladivostok, and returned in early October with supplies 
- and equipment for North Korean troops, observed the following naval 


craft in the waters of the Vladivostok area: 2 cruisers, 3 destroyers, 
20 submarines, 3 patrol boats, 3 submarine tenders, and 3 submarine 
chasers. 


There. were approximately 5,000 North Korean troops in the Chongjin= Nanam 
area, and approximately 20,000 in the Kanggye (126-36, l0<58) area. 


A large (undetermined) amount of munitions and army supplies was 
received from the USSR via Manchuria in the Chunggangjin (126=52, 
hl=6) area. 
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
